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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention of either a method of making a ceramic fiber composite including the steps of 
forming, impregnating, drying, calcining, then firing a substrate to form a ceramic fiber 
composite bonded by at a ceramic binder having a porosity of less than 65% or a 
composite bonding ceramic fibers together having a binder of chemically stabilized beta 
crystobalite resulting in a porosity of less than 65% is not found in the prior art either 
singly or in combination. These patentably distinct features are found in independent 
claims 1 and 21 respectively. The closest prior art is considered Shizukuisha et al. (US 
6,095,800), cited in this action, which discloses a fire resistant porous mat. Other prior 
art references cited in this action are considered to claim one or more elements of the 
claimed invention, but do not provide motivation for combining those references with the 
closest prior art such that the claimed invention would be obvious to one skilled in the 
art.
